Bombay atst July, 

The Ellerman line steamer Cree Hall just 
arrived at Bumbay, and being one of the ships 
held up recently by the Russians in the Red 
Sea, the sea representative of the 7'fmes of 
India interviewed ber ‘skipper, Captain W.

and was painted just in the same way as any 
other Russian warship, The S/ Peter burg, 
Captain Haughton remembered, was a ship

about the: nature of his cargo and a Russian 
officer drew his attention to the fact that his 
bills of health included “all ports beyond the 
seas.” Captain Haughton had to explain that 
that was the case in all bills of health. 

Afier being kept altogether about two hours 
and a half, he was taken back to his own ship, 
but was told to wait for a signal fom the 
cruiser before proceeding. The Russians then 
had a consultation presumably, and after a few 
minutes allowed the Crewe fall to proceed, 
turning their attention next to the AZeaednus, 

“How did the Russian officers behave to 
you?” asked the interviewer, : 

Captain Haughton replied :—“ They were 
thorough gentlemen.” 

Before being sent back to his own ship he 
was asked by the Russians if he had any com-

and importance in recent tines, since it has 
become more and more generally recognised 
thatthe paramount duty of thejudicial interpreter 
is to put upon the language rf tLe Legislature, 
honestly and faithfully, plain and rational 
meaning, and to promote tls cbfect” 

“tt does nt alow tbe tmposilion of a re- 

stricted meaning on the words, wherever any 
doubt can be supgested, fur the purpose of with- 
drawing from the operation of the statute a 
case which falls both within its scope and the 
fair sense of its linguage. This would he to 
defeat, nut to | ramote, the object of the Legis- 
lature, to misread the statute and misundet- 
stand its purpose. - -s court is not at liberty to 
put limitations on general words which are not 
called for by the sense, «r the objects, or the 
m schiefs of the enactment, and no construction 
is admissible whch would sanclion an evasion 
af an Act.” 
Indeed, this seems to me lo be simply a return 
to the sound principles of common sense en- 
unciated by Coke three hundred and - twenty 
years ago, In Heydon’ ‘s case, A. D. 1584, report. 
ed at page 18 of volume 2 of Goke’s. Reports, 
parts Ill and IV., he says that the Barons of 
the Exchequer resolved “that for the sure and 
true interpretation of all statutes in general; Se 
they penal or beneficial, restrictive or enlarging

the words are not simply” “any. barrel, cask, 
butt, or other thing,” in. which case. some 
qualification: of the word “thing” would be 
required, but ' arly barrel, cask, butt, or o her

-{s there not then here something to show 
that a wider sense ‘is intended for “other 
thing "than “merely something ¢jusdem generis 
with a barrel, cask, or batt? It is to include 
anything reasonably calculated to annoy and 
incommade reasonable passengers on a public 
footway. That is the meaning | place upon 
the words. 

It may be well if we fook at the prubable 
origin of the Ordinance in que-tion, It was 
passed on 26th December, 1845. It was intended 
(o put a stop to various nuisances, and sub- 
section tf was intended to prevent pas- 
sengers on public footways from being annoyed 
and incummoded by the rolling or carrying, 
on such foot-paths, of casks, barrels, and other 
things calculated to annoy and: incommode 
such passengers. St appears to ms: that stub- 
section 11, a8 well as some of ‘the “other 
sub-sections of the section in question, wére 
taken from the Metropolitan Police Act, 2 & 3 
Victoria, c. 47, section 64, pacsed in 1839. Sub- 
section 8 of that section renders. liable to a 
penalty :— 

“Every person who shall roll or canny any 
cask, tub, hoop, or wheel, or any ladder, planks 
pole, show-board, or placard, upon any fool- 
way, except for the purpose of loading or un- 
toading any cart or carriage, or of crossing the 
footway.” 

1t seems to me that the Hongkong draftsman 
instead of giving a list, which might suit Lon- 
don reguirements but not prove sufficiently 
exhaustive in this Colony, afer specifying 
casks, &c., used general words intended (a co- 
ver everything calculated to cause passengers 
on the foot-path to be annoyed and incom- 
moded, 

Ofcourse, if he did not use apt words to carry 
out his intention the Legislature alone can 
amend them, but, giving fair meaning to the 
words, is not the intention of the Legislature 
clearly enough expressed? 

I will take a dectded case which seems lo 
me to be very much in point, 

Section 37 of the Prison Act 1865 mace every- 
one guilty of felony who “with intent to facili- 
tate the escape of any prisoner conveys or 
causes to be conveyed into any prison any 
mask, dress or other disguise, or any lelter, or 
any other article or.thing.” A prisoner was con- 
victed of conveying a ‘crowbar! into a prison 
and it is clear that, if the words.“ other article. 
or thing” must be construed as meaning only 
things efusdem generis with masks or tetters, 
they would not include a crowhar. The point 
was reserved for the consideration of the 
Judges for Crown Cases Reserved. First, the 
point about ‘ejusdem generis’ was taken on 


Count, and then another point was taken by the 
prisoner's counsel, namely, that the for.rer Pri- 


son's Act, 4 George IV, c. 64, Section 43, used | 


the words “mass, viz or other d:sguise, /nsfru- 
ment or atms, proper ta facilitate the escape 
of any priso.ers,” whereas the word “ instru- 
ment,” which clearly includes a “crowbar,” was 
omitted in the Act under which the prisoner 
was accused, and which repealed the former 
section; whereupon Chief ‘Baron Pollock ob- 
served :— 

“Tt substitutes the more general words ‘any 
article or thing, and Baron Pigott added :— 
“ Clearly showing thereby that the Legislature 
intended to embrace more things than were 
included under the old Aci.” 

The conviction was upheld, Pollock C. B. 
saying: “We are all of opinion that a cr whbar 
is included under the words ‘or other article 


or thing.’ That was the cise of the Queen 
v. Payne. 1 Crown Cases Reserved, p. 27, 
decided in '866. 


Tn the case we are deciding the draftsman 
evidently substiiuled general words for the 
more detailed list set out in the Metropolitan 
Police Act and I take the same view of 
the result as the judges did in the Queen 
v. Payne, {think that the Legislature mcant 
to protect prssengers using the footpath being 
annoyed and incommoded by obstructions 
cansed by the rolling of casks, or the carriage 
of bulky of improper things for which’ the only 
suitable place would be the roadway. . It seems 
to me strange to hold that such protection must 
be limited ty cases where the cause of the ob- 
struction is.a thing like a cask, orin the same 
gents as acask.' Are coolies to be allowed to 
carry large bundles of bamboo scaffolding 
poles, along the footpath, in Queen’s Road far 
instance?’ Looking at the wording of the Or- 
dinance [ do nat helieve the Levislature in- 
tended the restricted méaning suggested, It 
scems rather to me that, after forbidding the 
rolling or carrying of barrels and caské on the 
footway, the Legislature proceeded to also for- 
bid the rolling or carrying of any othér thing 
which would cause reasonable peoplé to be

T must confess that Lam not alarmed at the 
prospect, of my decision causing hardship to 
law-abiding citizens, 1f ,my interpretation 
leaves tho terms of the protnbition somewhat 
elastic, we may, surely, attribute some measure 


of common sense to the Executive as well as 


tothe Magis:rates and Judges. In this case, 
for instance, the: Magistrate feeling a doubt 
very‘naturally left.the matter for the decision 
of this Court. If people are, hereafter, impro- 
perly harassed by prosecutions for carrying, on 
the public footway, things not reasonably cal 
culated to annoy or incommode reasonable 
people, having regard to the conditions of 
modern life and to all the circumstances of the 
case, I take it the Magistrate would very pro- 
perly refuse to convict and, if he thought it 
necessary, would censure the course adopted 
by the police or prosecutor. He would regard 
the spirit as well as the letter of the Ordinance. 
If not, legislation would be called for. For 
example, to nolice one or two instances men- 
toned in argument, £ do not see why a rifld 
properly carried by a volunteeralong a footpath 
should be calculated to'annoy any reasonable 
person, itis done every day in London, nor 
do 1 see why an umbrella of reasonable di- 
mensions carried, ona wet day for protection 
against the rain, should be held to incommode 
people who are not selfish and unreasonable. 
If the Ordinance we are discussing, had been 
passed after November, 1897, I do not think 
any. difficulty could have arisen, because sec- 
tion 18 of the Interpretation Ordinance, 1897, 
expressly provides that in Ordinances there- 
afler passed the words “or”, “other”, and 
“ otherwise”, shall, unless the contrary inten- 
tion appears, .be construed disjunctively, and 
not as implying similarity, unless the word 
“similar” or some equivalent expressicn is 
added. 

The words “calculated to annoy” rather im- 
ply that someone has to do the calculation or 
settle what things come within the category, 
and 1 think we may trust to the common sense 
of the Magistrates in such cases, 

In the result, 1 hold that the bamboo 
pole, ih this case, comes within the words of

aconviction, [ express thy views with some

A rifle when carried ana footway 
is, h@@Bid, undoubtedly a thing calculated to 
annd' incommode, thorgh ordinarily foler- 
ated Fget the person whu carries it’ in an 
entirely inoffensive way will be liable, if 
the construction now sought to be placed on 
the sub-section prevails, to arrest and fine 
or imprisonment notwithstanding that he was 
not carrying it in such a manner as to annoy 
or mcommode, The sameas regards a port- 
mahteau, a seamstress's staol, a tiffin basket, a 
milliner’s box, an winbrella,.a big hat, and 
scores of articles daily carried on the footway ;

struction strains the language in oder to ex- 
tend the remedy toa nuisance not yet legis- 
lated against. If 1 may properly say so, whilst 
on the one hand J regret that a bamboo pole is 
not within the legal purview of the sub-section, 
yet on the other hand it is satisfactory to know 
that my conclusion exempts {rom liability to 
arrest without warrant and to fine, in default, 
imprisonment, a far larger number of persons 
carrying on the footway articles which, though 
calculated to annoy ‘or incommode, are articles 
of every day necessity and convenience. For 
there is no getting away from the fact that the 
construction contended for by the appellant. 
though only affectiag in the particular instance 
@ person carrying a bamboo pole, must, by 
force of the ratio decidendt, sweep into the 
sub-section that larger class of persons already 
indicated, 1 have only to add that it was very 
unfortunate that no one appeared at the hear- 
‘ing of the appeal to argue on behalf of the 
respondent. The appeal ought, in my opinion, 
to be dismissed with costs,
